code. 
So I took a twistie, and twisted the 4 cores on one wire twistie. 


Well, it ended up, we didn't need the cores after all. 
(a few days later) 


My wife said, these must be yours because they are not the kids. 
They came flying out of the dryer when I opened it.

what happened to the other two. 


Who can guess which ones survived. 

I'm still puzzled by this,

as many ferrites as you can.

I think from a couple of comments that it was Steve, NOTU, who asked about 
steel antenna wire. It is strong and cheap. My 40 meter dipole is made 
from plain old galvanized steel TV antenna guy wire, and I've been very 
successful with it. It has been up about 15 years in an area with very 
strong winds. Certainly, copper is lower resistance than steel and would 
have higher efficiency. I haven't measured the resistance of my antenna 
wire, or tried to look it up, but I'll bet it is quite small compared to 
the approximately 50 ohms radiation resistance. Thus, the use of steel in 
this case probably still results in high efficiency. Due to the skin 
effect, most of the effective current may be in the galvanize material. 

If you need low visibility with strength to withstand wind, steel may be a 
better choice than copper. 


My gain antenna for 20-10 meters is a 2-element HQ-1 mini-quad at 24 feet. 
It is about the size of a large TV antenna. Most dedicated DX'ers would 
laugh at my antennas and consider them totally inadequate. However, using 
the mini-quad and the 18 ft high dipole, I've worked 193 DXCC countries and 
confirmed 181 using 4 watts output. As they say, your mileage may vary. 
My dipole is used weekly for the QRP ARCI WSN. 


Put up the highest, biggest, most efficient antenna you can afford, while 
keeping your neighbors happy. But if you need to make compromises, use 
anything that works.

When you consider it, the answer is pretty straightforward. The 9V 
battery has a lower capacity, in ampere-hours, than a AA does. If you 
strung a 9V and 3 AA's in series and put ‘em under load, your 9V would 
wear down before the AA's would. However, if the current drain is 
relatively low, you could get by with the arrangement you propose and save 
a little space/weight. Come to think of it, using AAA's might be a better 
match up. Who's got battery data here?

Another reason for the 400 Hz tone modulation in the old signal 
generators: a pair of those instruments could be used to measure 
receiver dynamic range, i.e. cross modulation.

1. Antennas. 


Having recently acquired a TS-50 with an Autotuner, cave dweller me is = 
now 

faced with the antenna problem. The lease, nor the rules, prohibit = 
antennas, 

and in fact, the guy beside us has a digital satellite dish in the = 
window. 

However, I don't want to look the proverbial gift horse in the mouth, so 
I 

can't get too outlandish. 


I have a B&W apartment antenna (they *arex still available, I checked!), 
lots 

of 24g copper (75 feet of speaker wire). Since I'll want to use the auto 
tuner where possible (why waste it?) a coaxial feedline is probably a 
necessity, although I do have access to a St. Louis Tuner and a QRP = 
wattmeter.

Well gang...just some more data on my learning curve/experiences... 


But first...Thank You all for your counsel, guidance and great info!! 
Neat place this QRP-L! 


While I'm waiting for Santa to deliver a 1000' roll of #418 cooper 
weld...I decided to take few measurements. I've measure the DC 
resistance of my feed line going to the big 'steel' loop (100' of 300 
ohm twin lead...the cheapoo flat brown stuff...picked it up in a gargage 
sale for $1! Some deal...huh?) and it's 32 ohms!...not good or worth a 
buck for antenna use! I'll need to replace that real soon... (hey 
Santa)...Just for reference I measured a 100' roll of new RG 8X and it's 
3-4 ohms...now that's more of what I would expect. I also discovered the 
leads on my cheap DVM have a few ohms of resistance(not sure this DVM 
has an adjustment for this). hmmmmm.... 


BUT here's the clincher!...I found a one foot of scrap the so called 
"Mechanics Wire" I used for my 1000' loop (which has kinda of bluing 
finish on it). It measures in @ 5 ohms/foot! That's after subtracting 
the DVM lead's resistance. WOW! This stuff would make good resistors! ! 
NOT antennas!! This still doesn't account for the 878 ohms I measured 
from my shack accross the feedline of the big loop. Maybe the loop is 
longer than I estimated!? Or some of my connections aren't too good! 
Again, just for reference I measured an old black scrap of #18 copper 
weld...too low to discern between it and the DVM's leads resistance. 


WOW!! That's Amazing! ....Moral of this story is: Do not subsitute 
anything for antenna wire except but the best conductor you can 
find/afford.... preferably COPPER! and then measure.... 


measure...measure 


I can't imagine all the high dollars that are spent on fancy 
multi-featured radios only to heat up some feedlines and dummy load 
antennas. If ever an area that can bring more performance to your HR 
investment be it time or money, it's giving serious attention to the 
antenna and feedline. I'm not knocking the "making the most out of 
whatever you have on hand" attitude - like loading up a coat hanger 
verses a carefully constructed antenna out of high quality 
material...but at least know the difference and respect why they're 
different. I'm gaining a new appreciation for this area of HR and 
antennas....still a student!

Well for starts I heard a lot of comments about rec. problems with the 
HW9, besides component choice on Heath's part, I would hazard a guess 
that the majority are user errors. I would think it to be very easy not 
to get the rec. aligned correctly. As I remember many of the coils have 
two peaks. The tweeking also requires you to go through all the coils a 
few times before you actually get it finished. The higher band alignment 
appears to be contingent on lower band correct alignment. 


I looked again at my PC1 counter. I think a good part of the problem was 
some problems associated with the wire connecting the PC1 to the Hw9. 
Redid the wires last night and hooked the counter directly to TP101 and 
most of it appears to be working correctly. for some strange reason 10 
meters seems to be a little flaky on the reading. But it no longer loads 
the VFO and I seem to be getting full power output and good rec. on all 
bands. I may take the suggestion and put a small cap inbetween the 
counter and the TP101. I kinda like having the digital VFO on the HW9.

Someone asked about rigs for 10 mtr QRP a few days ago. 


The AEA DX Handy, although not a kit, was sold by AEA a few years ago. 

It's a hand held-size rig with CW and SSB in two 50 kHz VXO bands. The one 
I have puts out 2.5 W with the internal batteries and 4.5 W with external 
13.8 V. Internal batteries can be 6 alkaline or 7 NiCad. I used it back 
when the last cycle was in the middle of its decline and not since then, 
I've dusted it off for the upcoming cycle peak. I have a similar unit for 
6 mtrs that puts out about 300 mW with the internal AAA alkalines. The 6 
mtx unit was made by Mizuho. The cases on both units are the same size and 
appearance; probably both made by the same company. 


Many years ago we were working, at QRP power levels, ZLs with simple 
ground planes on 10 mtrs and Europe on 6 mtrs with halos. I missed the 
last two cycle peaks but I'm sure ready for this next one. (Anyone 
remember the "Happy Accident Ground Plane" from the late 50s?)

Chuck, K5FO, commented on the use of water-soluable flux the other day. 
When I was still involved in that sort of thing at Xerox, water soluable 
flux was used even on multi-layer boards. 


In our repair stations, though, we used solder suckers, acid brushes, and 
alcohol bottles as the cleaning method of choice for circuit board repair. 


We found it more important to remove flux for aid in testing and ultimately 
for repair when needed. It is more difficult to see a bad solder joint if 
it is fluxed over than if it is clean. A corroded component lead can give 
you fits and can be difficult to find. I've had little experience with 
surface mount but it seems the same requirements would apply.

I had the opportunity to listen to Walt (K8CV) and hear many stations 
calling for about the last 45 minutes of the last FOX hunt. The 
importance of carefully zero beating your signal in order to have a 
successful QRP QSO was demonstrated to me...many times over during the 
FOX hunt with K8CV as the quarry. Toward the end of K8CV's session, two 
or three stations would be calling...all slightly off Walt's 
frequency...Walt would launch into his CQ FOX routine. The same 
stations would call again, however, one station would move slightly 
closer to Walt's frequency and find success, while the other stations 
continued to call without success. However, all of the stations had 
equal signal strength at my QTH...in fact in several cases the stations 
with the strongest signal (but most removed from Walt's frequency) were 


unsuccessful. I was listening with my OMNI V and its 500 KHZ filter in 
place...so the calling stations were "close" to Walt's frequency...but 
close was not "good enough." There are several 3,4 and 5 stations who 
might have had success in bagging Walt...with a little more care in zero 
beating. 


This observation confirmed some of my experiences in the CQ CW WW test. 
I found that careful "zero beating" was a necessary precursor in many 
cases for a successful contact..."close" did not result in a contact. As 
a newcomer to QRP I need to remember that the practice of zero beating 
is a vital skill.

To add a bit to Frank's note about the Techniks Press-N-Peel "Blue Film", I 
think I bought 20 sheets for $30 to give you an idea of the costs for 
smaller quatities directly from them. They take "plastic". Also, seems I 
remember that All Electronics has it in yet smaller quatities, but the 
price per sheet continues to rise! 


Instead of using a whole 8.5 by 11 sheet in my laser printer, what I do is 
first print out on regular paper the artwork. Then I cut a piece of PNP a 
bit larger than the artwork and tape it on a sheet of paper at the spot 
where the artwork will be printed. I use double-sided tape so that the tape 
does not come in contact with the hot parts of the printer. Note -- when 
cutting the PNP do allow some extra for where the tape will be and do the 
taping where the taped-end will feed thru the printer mechanism first. So 
far, have never had a problem doing this and it surely saves some money. 


I made the prototype PWBs for the K1EL "K8 Keyer" PWB in this very manner. 


For an update on the K8 since I've gotten some inquiries -- last I got from 
Steve (KIEL), the PWB vendor has all the Gerber and drill files I produced 
and is working on making the boards. I had to re-do the files a couple of 
weeks ago as the vendor wanted a bit more "swell" (their term) in the 
solder mask overlay. Hopefully they will be finished in another week or so. 


Have also seen Steve's "new" webpage that he is putting together to include 
the PWB info and it looked good. Not sure when he will replace his existing 
K8 webpage with the new one, but I imagine it will coincide with his 
getting the PWBs. So, check on this when you get a chance. Oh, there's the 
new "K8-Plus" available now too with more features. 


BTW - do remember that this PWB will also work with the TiCK Keyer (8-pin 
DIP version) so if you have extra ICs or want a PWB with added features to 


go with TiCKs you plan to orderor already have, here is another option.

I considered bluing my base but then decided not to do it cause bluing is 
actually a form of "controlled rusting". Bluing does not prevent steel 
from rusting, although it does help slow it down. To keep actual rust from 
forming you have to keep the surface oiled and I did not want to do this to 
a keyer. Another problem I then thought of is that the rubber stick-on feet 
will eventually come off because of the penetrating and dissolving effect 
of the oil. So, I went with paint. 


On doing like for muzzle loaders - I don't know for sure but I imagine 
that the case-hardened finish or other "pickling" methods used would end up 
Similar to bluing -- you would need to keep some film of oil on the item to 
prevent rust. 


Of course you can always try it and see how it goes. The base could be 
re-done later if needed. Your kit - your 
choice. That's the nice thing about the kit NorCal so graciously provided!

Also, instead of putting any oils on the oilite bearings which really 
should not need any, I did add a touch of graphite. Don't like using the 
oil since it seems to get sticky with dust, grit and the like. Personal 
preference.

Brad, 


First, go to Sears to the electrical department. There, you will find a 
wire stripper - but not just any old wire stripper. You are looking for a 
stripper that is made from flat metal pieces, looks like a funny pair of 
scissors, has vinyl covered handles (mine are yellow - could be red), and, 
MOST importantly, has a set of holes for stripping a series of different 
wire sizes. The important point is that the individual holes for stripping 
are absolutely round. That allows you to select the 22 gauge hole and cut 
the insulation completely without nicking the wire. 


As to holding that slippery stuff, the only suggestion I can make is to 
grab a piece long enough to wrap around a finger to get some grip on it. 
If you are stripping a piece that is too small to hold this way, you'll 
have to hold it with a pair of gas pliers or needle nose pliers. Yes, you 
will mash it there, but I don't think it can be avoided. Maybe someone 
else has a better idea. Oh, the Sears strippers should cost less than $15 
as I remember. They make 3 different size range from very small to very 
large. I have all three!

There are 2 good ways to strip Teflon wire that I know of. 


What I think is the best is using a electric stripper. They 
are pricy....close to $100. Nice if you have one at work! 


For home, on your own budget, I'd recomend the automatic 
strippers like the Stripmaster, page 58 in the Techni-Tool 
catalog #59. (http://www.techni-tool.com) 


These are the strippers that hold the wire on one side and 
have the insulation cutter/striper on the other side and 
when you squeeze the handles togeather the heads pull apart 
taking the insulation with it! Hard to describe but easy 

to use! 


I think RS even has a striper of this type.
